The brawlers and grab- 


bers, however, are not the 
most powerful nations. That 
is the hopeful fact in the 
situation. 
The 
strongest 


group of nations toclay eco- 
nomically—and also milita- 
rily when they choose to 
use their power — are the 
free nations, the democrat- 
ic nations, the nations that 
have 
not 
yet sold their 


souls to dictators. They are 
the United States, 
Britain, 


France 
and 
a group of 


jsmall but virile neighbors 
ir western Europe, all vir- 
tually democracies. 


With this group, perhaps, 


we 
may 
number 
Russia 


whose system we dislike, 
but which is at least op- 
posed to Fascists, and not 
predatory, and 
potentially 


great, 
and 
seems 
slowly 


evolving toward democracy. 


So the outlook isn't so 


bad after all—if you believe 
in the superior vitality of 
democracy.

Any steps

ready existing. Canada and 
Great Britain are our two 
greatest 
foreign 
markets, 


and two-thirds of our for- 
eign trade is with them. 
The British nations at pres- 
ent have a policy of "em- 
pire 
preference" 
among 


themselves which tends to 
discriminate 
against 
the 


United States. If the various 
parts of that great empire 
remove 
those 
discrimina- 


tions, agreeing to trade with 
Uncle Sam on an equal ba- 
sis with England and her 
dominions and colonies, we' 
phall obviously increase our 
exports. That could not be 
done without also increas- 
ing our imports. It would be 
delicate business to adjust 
the new tariff terms, but if 
handled with mutual 
will and economic skill it 
Khould result in more Inisi- 
neess and profit for all of 
us.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27. 


—(/P)—President Roosevelt 
suggested today that ex- 
penditures under the new 
farm program be kept with- 
in $500,000,000 in an effort 
to bring federal spending 
within income. 


In a letter to Senator Barkley 


(D-Ky), the democratic leader, the 
president took note of senate dis- 
cussions on possible costs of the 
farm program now being debated. 
"It is obvious," the president said, 
'that a constant Increase of ex- 
penditures without an equally con- 
stant Increase In revenue can only 
result in a continuation of deficits. 


"We can not hope to continue on 
a sound basis of financial manage- 
ment of government affairs unless 
the regular annual expenditures are 
brought within the revnues. 


"I feel that every effort should 


bo made to keep the new flirm 
program within the present (appro- 
priation) limit of $500,000,000 per 
annum." 
If this is found Impossible, Mr. 
Roosevelt said, "I then urge that 
steps be taken to provide the neces- 
sary Increase in revenue to meet 
any expenditures under the new 
farm program In excess of this 


At' the White House, Secretary 


Stephen Early hinted any farm 
measure involving largo expendi- 
tures but providing -no revenues 
to meet them might receive a 
presidential veto. But it was not 
indicated tho farm legislation It- 
self would have to carry taxes for 
the expenditures.

mittee for each county.

Made by Washington 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—WV- 
Secretary Hull announced today 
that the United States has served 
a virtual demand on the Japanese 
government thnt it consult with 
this government before undertak- 
ing any changes in tho Chinese 
maritime customs. 
The secretary of state revealed 


this at his press conference In 
elaborating upon now representa- 
tions lodged with the Tokyo for- 
eign offlco yesterday by American 
Ambassador Joseph C. Grow. 


Thu now representations, made 


In a formal note, set forth this 
government's view that the Chinese 
customs organization should 
be 


preserved. 
Tho note added, Hull asserted, 


the United States should be con- 
sulted about any question con- 
cerning a re-organlzatlon of tho 
customs. 
This step was taken following 


reports tho Japanese military In 
Shanghai were preparing to take 
over tho customs. 


Hull refrained from commenting 


on a reported utatement by a for- 
eign offlco spokesman In Tokyo 
that Japan was not obligated to 
consult other nations in its activ- 
ities In tho conquered Chinese ter- 
ritory. 


Tho now representations arc of 
a character which In ordinary dip- 
lofatlc procedure require a formal 
reply. Hull said he had no Indi- 
cation aa to when such a reply 
might bo expected.
